DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office Action is the answer to the communication received on 4/08/2005. 

2. Claims 1-13 are pending in this application. 

Drawings 

3. Seven sheets of formal drawings are accepted by the examiner for examining 
purposes. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claims 4, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, as being unclear 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

A. As per claim 4 : There is no support or explanation in the specification about how 
to obtain a travel distance based on the turn of the wheel "said travel distance 
obtaining means obtain a travel distance based on a turn of wheels."- the examiner 
fails to see a support for this claimed characteristic (see the specification, para. 
[0064]). 

B. As per claim 9 : Similar as above, the examiner fails to see a support for this 
claimed characteristic of: "said travel distance obtaining step obtains a travel distance 
based on a turn of wheels" (see the specification, para. [0064] does not disclose how 
to determine this detail; therefore this measurement is unclear). 

Election/Restrictions 

5. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
I. Claims 1-5, and 1 1-13 are directed to an apparatus or a system, they comprise 
physical objects , classified in US class 701, subclass 213. 
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n. ' Claims 6-10 are directed to a method comprising steps that detect a position of an 
object using position information, classified in US class 340, subclass 988. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as using supplied position information; however, 
they comprise both physical means on a vehicle, and steps of receiving, obtaining, 
determining information/data, and warning a user - these are 2 separate claimed species; 
besides, US classifications already define these above 2 groups into different inventions. 

6. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected 
species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverses on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicants should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case.
